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A PHOTOGRAPHIC TRIUMPH,

Hew the Lendon 'gl::o“ Was Sent Inte

The London Times of January 51 makes
the declaration following: — Attempts to
entablish a ready communication between the
beleaguered inhabitants in Paris and their
relatives and friends beyond the German lines
have given rise fo many contrivances which
are not unlikely to make 8 new era in the
history both of wronautics and photography.

Among them may be mentioned the inge.
nious device by which the matter of two
whole pages of the 7imes has bean transmitted
from London to Parie. This has been ao-
complished by photography. Those pages
of the paper which contained communica-
tions to relatives in Paris wers photographed
with great care by the London Stareoscopic
and P'hotographic Company on pieces of thin
and almost trapsparent paper, absut an inch
and a half inlength by an inch in width,

On these impreesions there could be sesn
by the naked eye only two legible words,
“The Times,” and six narrow brown bands
representiog the six colnms of printed mattoer
forming a page of the newspaper. Under
the microsoope, however, the brown spaces
become legible, and eévery line of the news-
paper was found to have been distinotly
copied with the greatest clearness, The pho.
tographs were sent to Bordeanx for tranamis-
sion thenee by carrier-pigeon to Paris. When
received there they were magnified, by the
nid of the magic-lantern, to a large size and
thrown upon a sereen, A staff of clerks im-
mediately transeribed the messages and sent
them off to the places indicated by the adver-
lisers. The success of this experiment gives
rige to the hope that the new art of compress-
ing printed walter info a small compass wil
not stop bere,

If a page of the Times can be compressed
into m kpace little larger than that oconpied
by a postage stemp, the matter of an octave
volume might be made to cover not more
thon two of its own pages, and a library
could be reduced to the dimensioos of the
smullest prayer-book. What a relief it would
be to the learned persons who frequent the
Libyary of the British Musenm if, instead of
having to make faligning journeys from
letter A to letter B of the ponderons cata-
logue of books, théey had its many hundred
volumes reduced to a space a yard square,
over which a microscope conld be hurriedly
passsd, Bunch suggestions are now ocoupying
the thoughts of photographers.

THE IMAM OF MUSCAT.

The ordinary reader will not be profoundly
moved to hear that the Imam of glnscal. has
shared the fate of some of his predecessors,
and that his vacant throne wilip be filled by
his victorious rival Synd Torkis. Probably
the majority of readers know no mors about
than they care for the history of the Sultans
of Oman or of the Imams of Mnscat. Yet
this Clovernment has sent comnsuls to their
dominions, and the records of the State De.
partment will show treaties of commerce en-
tered into between these United
States and the sovereigns of
Muscat—one of whom, anlicipating some
of the charaecteristic needs of our present
chief ruler, sent to a former President a gift
of horses and other valuables, Mauseat is
the capital of Oman, an important centre of
commerce and stronghold of that reformed
Mabometanism whose followers are called
Wababees, after their fonnder,Abd-el-Wahab,
an Arab of the last century. The death of
the Imam is an incident of the rpligions war
in which these sectaries have been engaged
for nearly a century. Abd-el-Wahab was a
radical reformer, and between him and Bas-
hub Crunder Sen, the Hindoo Deist of our
day, there was much in common. He regarded
Mohammed a8 & great man, but not as an
object of worship, yet higher in the socale
than either Moses or Christ, There was no
such thing as a revealed religion; the Koran
WAS R book, but not a revelation; the
religion of Mohammed was a divine religion,
not on aceount of its revelation, but on ac-
count of its own excellence, All reverence
to the tomb of Mohammed was thus idolatory.
Religion was to tPmpugaueud by the sword.
Wine, opinm, and tobacco were mot to be
tolerated, Each man was to contribute from
one-fifth to one-twentieth of his income for
the propagation of the creed. It was held in
the original Wababite code that the spiritual
authority should be withdrawn from the tem-
poral ruler, but Saocud, their first temporal
chief, m:r;?ing the daughter of El-Waliab,
the spiritnal and temporal powers were united
in his person. The seed rapidly spread
throngh Arabis, and their forces obtained
possession of Mecea and Medina, whioch
they plundered, ‘They obtained posses.
sion of nearly nlly Arabia, exocept
Oman and Hadramut. The temporal
power of this seot received a rude shock in
1818 by the capture and execution of their
Shiek Abdallab, great-grandson of Saoud.
They afterwards recovered their power, and
occasioned great anxiely to the British ralers
of Indis, for their peculiar tenets had per-
meated the Mahommedans of India, and one
of these theories was that their religion
should be extended at all hazards, and by vio-
lent mesns when others failed.

Oman and its capital, Muscat, were always
points which the Wababees sought to secare,
Oman is ruled by a temporal BSaltan who,
however, is better known by ns ecclesiastical
dignity “Imam or Imanm of Musocat-” It was
snciently as important as it is to-day, and
having been taken by Albuquerque in 1507 it
was the headquarters of Portuguese trade
with the Indies. For this its position near
the oreninx of the Gulf of Persia admirably
suits it. Bubsequent to the expulsion of
the Portugnese its piratical deeds were the
terror of sailors in the eastern seas. Oon the
acoession of Baid Beid in this century, the
early part of his reign was successfully de-
voted to the Wahahees, Afterwards he ex-.
tended his authority over a large section of
Arabia and of Africa. He became known as
Sulten of Zanzibar, to whioh he removed his
capital. The United Btates was the first
power to send a consular agent to his do-
minions. He was in every sense of the word
an enterprising prince. He died in 1856,
and one of ‘il!a sons succeeded him as
Snltan of Zanzibar, and another as Imam of
Muscat, This soa bas bad to fight the
Wababees copstantly, and within the past
two years a deapatoh was published announe-
ing his deposition by the successful Waha-
bites. The rumor was not subseauently con-
firmed, and it is more than pro'bshle he is
the Imam to whom aslusion is now made.
He was a prince wanting in the energy and
enterprise of his father, the Imam Baid Seid.
